Paris. Ort. ii (AP) 
Pierre Laval, 
former Vichy chiel of government, 
was expelled from the courtroom 
today shortly after the third day 
of his trial began, and Judge Paul 
Monglbeaux suspended the session 
for what he termed an "indefinite 
period." 
Laval, successful yesterday in con­ 
testing accusations that he plotted 
against France’s domestic security, 
still faced Hie more serious charge 
of having had intelligence with the 
enemy during the 1940 meeting of 
Marshal 
Petain and 
Adolf 
Hitler 
at Montolre. 
Laval was expelled Thursday from 
the French high court of justle) on 
the first day of his trial but was 
readmitted to the courtroom yester­ 
day and made a lengthy 
plea in 
his own behalf. 
The expulsion order today came 
after a heated argument between 


Laval, prosecutor Andre Mornet and 
Mongibeaux. 
M ongibeaux attem pted to obtain 
from Laval an answer as to who 
brought him back to power in the 
Vichy regime in 1942 after Petain 
had ordered him arrested. Laval re­ 
fused to answer the question. 
Previously the swarthy, three time 
premier of France scored several 
victories in yesterday’s proceedings. 
The court adm itted that Laval’s 
pre-trial exam ination 
was 
inade­ 
quate, although it refused to Post­ 
v ille tht* 
trial. 
Even the prosecution declined to 
contest his assertion that he could 
not be singled out for resp o n sib ly 
because both houses voted constitu­ 
ent powers to Petain July 19. 1940, 
The

that 
Lava! could not be held especially 
1 responsible for the armistice with 
I Germany.

I f s an old saying—and generally 
tru e —-th at whan a m an ha« som e­ 
th in g heavy on his chest, it's best 
to speak up ami get rid of it. 
So in the long run the Soviet gov­ 
ernm ent organ Izvestia may have 
helped clear the air by its sharp 
charges against the attitudes of the 
A nglo-A m erican Allies in the in h a r­ 
m onious conference of the Big Five 
Council of Foreign M inisters which 
ju st ended In London.

The conference cam e to an u n ­ 
ha pin deadlock over procedure in 
draw ing up the peace treaties for 
R om ania, 
Bulgaria,

F inland. 
Am erican 
Secretary 
of 
S tate Byrnes and B ritish Foreign 
M inister Bevan held th a t France 
and C hina—aa well as Russia, B ri­ 
ta in and Hie United States—should 
discuss the term s of these treaties. 
Soviet 
Foreign 
M inister 
Molotov 
m aintained th at the Potsdam agree­ 
m en t lim ited the discussions to the 
signatories of the various arm istices. 
Serious Disagreement 
Izvestia accused Messrs, Byrnes 
and Bevin of attem pting to break 
the Potsdam agreem ent. It added 
th a t if the Allies persist in their 
stand it "will shake the very basis 
of collaboration among the three 
powers." The paper declared th a t we 
m ust not underestim ate the serious­ 
ness of w hat happened. 
Of course such a disagreem ent Is 
serious. Actually it is more serious 
th an appears on the surface because, 
as I have pointed out previously, 
power politics are entering into the 
situation. 
However, 
nothing 
has 
come to light thus far to Justify the 
extrem e pessimism which one e n ­ 
counters in some quarters. C ertainly 
th e re s nothing to w arrant the u n ­ 
forgivable thought th a t "you can't 
change hum an n ature" and "th ere’s 
bound to be another war." 
If one may be perm itted the ob­ 
servation, it looks as though a spirit 
of “all take and no give" is trying 
to jim m y its way into the councils 
of th e great powers. T he Allies won 
the war on the basis of "give" and 
not of "take.” In those days it was 
pretty 
m uch 
all 
"give" 
and 
no 
"take" as the U nited N ations battled 
for life. Everyone gave all he had to 
th e comm on cause. 
It seems m ighty queer th a t this 
lesson of “all for one and one for 
all'' should have been forgotten so 
quickly. 
I t ’s 
particularly 
peculiar 
since the world Just now is heading 
into perhaps the m ost terrible po­ 
litico-econom ic crisis which it ever 
h as experienced. The com ing w in­ 
te r of starvation and turm oil in 
m any countries Is going to be tough, 
w hatever way you look a t it. And it's 
going to be a period of extrem e d a n ­ 
ger.
